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The City's Power Upheld. 


The Indiana supreme court in a decision of much importance to 
cities of the state has upheld the authority of city officials to require 
property owners to put in sewer and water connections to the lot 
line prior to the paving of a street, or, if the property-owner fails or 
refuses to do so, to have the connection made by men employed by 
the city and to collect the expense incurred from the property owner. 
The decision came up on a case from Angola and is a reversal of the 
Steuben circuit court. The latter sustained a complaint filed by ta::- 
payers against the city of Angola to enjoin the collection of the costs 
of making such connections for lots owned by them. 


In its finding the supreme court sweeps a lot of technicalities 
that were brought forward as having a bearing on the case. 
It 
holds, in brief, that the statute under which the ordinance is author- 
ized and the improvement made, contemplates a police control of the 
city over such matters as the se^'er and water connections, and that 
it was not necessary to serve noticc and the other formalities made 
requisite for the making of an assessment for a street or sewer im- 
provement. 


Considered as a general proposition, and without especial refer- 
ence to the Angola case, the decision of the higher court Avill doubt- 
less pave the way for further street improvement in many Indiana 
cities, and its finding is so sound that there will be little disposition 
to quarrel with it. It is universally recognized, of course, that street 
improvement invariably more than pays for itself in the increased 
value it adds to property. It is highly important, too, that after the 
expense of paving has been incun-ed the work shall remain as 
far as possible free from the damage always inflicted upon the pave- 
ment by the tearing up for water aiul sewer connections that can 
as well be made before the paving is done.

Moreover, business expansion in th« 
United States during the war period has 
been held in check to a far greater flc- 
gree than might have been the case had 
the volume of bank resources been per- 
i ijiiiied to govern the case. 
From the 
Ibeginning of the influx of foreign gold 
last year bankers were keenly alive to, 
the unfàvorable possibilities contain el 
in the enormous reserves that were pil- 
ing up, and exercised restraint in thi; 
• granting of credits. Business men like- 
wise were cautious, and in enlarging 
their plant facilities with new capitai 
they had in mind tjbe time when tiu- 
present exceptional conditions would no 
longer prevail. 


Instead of inflation there have really 
been unnecessary 
restrictions. 
In the 
dyestuffs industry, for instance, capital 
has been withheld almost entirely be- 
cause of the fear that without an ade- 
quate protective tariff new establidli- 
ments woul l be forced to tlie wall m 
soon as Germany resumed her normul 
trade activities. In the absence of legis- 
lation to protect the American market 
after the w.t there has been consider- 
able timidity, and the country has been 
forced alon-; to prosperity almost in 
spite of itself. 


Part of the new wealth of the nation 
]ias been employed in buying back 
American securities 
that were offered 
from Europe. 
Another part has been 
made available again to Europe in tho 
form of loans and snecial credits. 
Ex- 
cessive borrowing has been held in check, 
and the enormous reserves in the banks 
amply show the power that could be 
used in the United States toward still 
greater prosperity if proper legislative 
encouragement were given. 


BAD MANNERS AT THE 'PHONE

If a person rings the front doorbell he 
is not supposed to a.sk, "Who are you?" 
of the one who answers the summons. 
Yet that is practically what is done 
when a telephone caller greets the re- 
sponding "Hello" with "Who is this?" 
There are many little annoyances in 
telephone usage, but this is perhaps one 
of the most provoking. To be called to 
the phone and then asked to establish 
identity is calculated to unbalance the 
equanimity espfl»ially for » busy per- 
son. 
Telephone practice is after all 
largely a matter of manners, notwith- 
standing the separation in distance of 
the persons» who ar? talking. 
Probably 
the one who-asks "Who is this?'' on 
calling another is mentally off guard 
momentarily on hearing a voice other 
than that which is expected, but even so 
the effect on the person who is called is 
unfortunate. 
Telephone users 
should 
always bear in mind the fact that it is 
best to establish their own identity first 
of all when the connection is made, so 
as to leave no question a.s to who is 
speaking frojn the initiating end.

American Concerns Prepare 
to Reopen Plants South 
of the Border. 
SERIOUS TROUBLE 


NOT NOW EXPECTED 
Whole Situation Awaits Re- 
sult of the Obregon- 
Scott Confab. 


El Paso, Aiiril 20. - As aii indication 
of their confidence that serious trouble 
•will be avoided between the UiiitedStatcs 
and Mexico three important American 
concerns made preparations today to re- 
open their plants in northern Mexico. 
The Alvarado Mining company, operat- 
ing near Parral; the Compania Agrocola, 
with a plant at La Boquila, and the Na- 
tional Mines 
and 
Smelter company, 
with headquarters at 
Magistral, havo 
arranged to send forty-nine operators In- 
to Mexico next Monday. 
These me4i 
have been given permissiori by the de 
facto government to carry guns and am- 
munition to protect themselves against 
the roving bands of bandits -who still 
infest Chihuahua. 


Tlie confidence shown by the mining 
companies is not, however, based en- 
tirely on the protection which the de 
facto government can give them, accord- 
ing to one of their executives. Tliis man 
said that he believed that the American 
troops are going to remain in IMexico 
imtil the situation again becomes normal 
and that he and his colleagues were 
relying on the expectation that they 
would call on United States soldiers for 
help in the event of serious trouble. 


AWAIT THE CONFERENCE. 


Action Held Up for Meeting of Gen. 
Scott and Obregon. 


Washington,

ence between Gen. Scott, chief of staff 
of the United States army, and <Ten. 
Obregon. Carranza's war minister, which 
is expcèted to take place at some border 
point within the next day or two. Maj. 
Uen. Funston, in command of the south- 
ern department of the army, will at- 
tend the conference with Gen. Scott. 
It 
is understood that several Carranza gen- 
erals will be present with (^en. Obregon. 
who is expected to arrive at the border 
before tomorrow night. 


There is considerable speculation here 
as to just what will be discussed at the 
conference. 
At the Mexican 
embassy 
the belief is expressed that details of 
the withdrawal of the American forces 
will be taken up. 
It is generally be- 
lieved. however, that Gen. Scott will 
convey the impression that the Amer- 
ican soldirrs are prepared to remain in 
Mexico until further danger of border 
raids by the bandits is removed, either 
by joint action with the Carranza troops

Big-Grathering of Church 
men at Saratoga Spi^ngs 
WiU Be Notable. 


Saratoga Springs, N. Y., April 25.— 
On the morning of May 
1 there 
will 
convene in Saratoga Springs, the twen 
ty-seventh delegated quadrennial session 
of the general conference of the Meth 
odist Episcopal church. 
This delegated 
body of over eight hundred 
ministers 
and laymen in equal numbers meets ev 
ery four years to review the work of 
^he church and to revise and add to its 
legislation. 
The general conference 
is 
made up of delegates from tbe one hun- 
dred and thirty-three annual conferences 
the annual conference being the wofk 
ing unit of Methodism. 
These delegates 
are elected on a basis of one ministerial 
delegate for every forty-five, or fraction 
not 
less than two-thirds of 
forty-five, 
ministerial members in any given an- 
nual conference, the number of lay dele- 
gates always being the same for each 
conference as its ministerial 
delegates. 
Laymen were first admitted to the gen 
eral conference in 1872, 
and in 190U 
women were acknowledged as lay mem- 
bers. 
These lay delegates are 
elected 
at a meeting of one representative from 
each local church in each annual con- 
ference territory. 
For tbe past twelve 
months, as the annual conferences havo 
met, delegates have been elected. 


The first general conference of Amei- 
ican Jlethodism was held in Baltimore^ 
Maryland, in 1792, at which all preach- 
ers in full membership 
of an 
annual 
confercnce were eligible. 
The first dele- 
gated 
general conference 
was held 
in 
New York city. May 1-22, 1812. 
A t this 
conference the 
first 
Episcopal 
address, 
an utterance which has become of 
in- 
creasing importance, was delivered. This 
Episcopal address is now accepted 
a; 
the oflicial declaration of the church on 
important 
theological, 
administrative 
and social probleràs. 
At the general con- 
ference held in New York city in 1844, 
the agitation over slave-holding became 
so acute as to result in plans for separa- 
tion between that section of the church 
in the north and 
the section in 
the 
south. 
The Methodist Episcopal church, 
south, was organized in Louisville, Ky., 
May 1, 1845. 


Methodism began in America with the 
arrival of Philip Embury and Barbara 
Heck, Irish immigrants who were en- 
thusiastic 
in the propaganda 
of 
their 
faith. John Wesley, who was the found- 
er of Methodism in England, remained 
at the head of American Methodism un- 
til the Revolutionary War severed re- 
lationships between 
England and 
the 
United 
States. 
All 
of 
the 
preachers 
with the exception of Francis 
Asbury 
returned across the sea, whereupon, Sep- 
tember 1, 1784, John Wesley ordained 
Di;. Thomas Coke to be superintendent 
or bishop of the Methodist societies of 
the United States of America. 
There 
are now tMenty bishops and seven mis- 
sionary bishops serving the 
Methodist 
Episcopal church throughout the world. 
The former are elected by general con- 
ference and located f®r periods of Tour 
ifbars each 
in cities which are 
desig- 
nated Episcopal residences. 
The latter 
are elected 
by general conference 
for 
continuous service in specific 
fields. 


The Methodist Episcopal church 
was 
organized 
at 
Baltimore, 
^laryland, 
at 
the so-called Christmas conference, Dc 
cember 24, 1784, to January 2, 1785. 
At that time there were 104 preachers 
and 
18,000 
communicants. 
There 
are 
now over 15,000 preachers and 4,033,123 
members. 
In 
the early 
days of 
the 
Methodist church the salary of a preach- 
er was $64. 
If married, he received the 
similar amount for his wife, with $10 
for each child under six and $22 for cach 
child between six and eleven. 


Among 
the 
important 
matters 
that 
will come before the general conference 
at Saratoga Springs are the questions 
concerning organic union with the Meth 
odist Episcopal church, south, which has 
been 
imder 
discussion 
with 
both 
these important branches of Methodism 
for some 
time; 
the 
question 
whether 
the church shall elect bishops for races 
and languages; the election of 
bishops 
to take the place of those who 
have 
died during the last four years and those 
who will retire from active service au 
tomatically by 
reason of 
ihis 
session 
being nearest 
t o 
their 
seventy-third 
birthday; the election of editors for the 
church press, which includes the, Meth 
odist 
Review, 
the 
numerous 
weeklv 
Christian Advocates, the Epworth Herald 
and the Sunday school publications cf 
the church; the election of correspond 
ing secretaries for such church, boards an 
the board of foreign missions, the board 
df home missions and'church extension 
the freedmen's aid society, the board of 
education, the board of Sunday schools, 
etc.; 
the election of publishing agents 
(administrative heads) of The Methodist 
Book Concern, etc.

Robert''Koerber Discusses

of diamonds imported to the United 
States averages about $90,000,000, and 
that the great bulk of the 
diamonds 
now mined are sent to this country. 
Russia and Turkey welcome the poorer 
quality of stones, 
and all 
European 
countries are satisfied with the poorer 
quality. 


At the present time, ninety per cent, 
of the diamonds produced are secured 
In South Africa, The only new finds of 
the past thirty years have been made 
In this region. 


"The deeper they 
dig," 
said 
Mr. 
Koerber, "the poorer is the 
quality. 
This fact accounts for the scarcity of 
fine stones, although a vast number are 
uncovered everj' j ear." 


The price of diamonds has risen con- 
siderably during the past few years. 
From about $100 per karat, the price 
has risen to about $385.

Plats set out at other places hava 
netted $100 per acre profit after the 
fourth year. 
A loss i.s usually recorded 
the first vear, a profit of .$25 per acre 
is made the second, while tho third year 
after planting shows an average profit 
of $40 per acre. 


There is a big demand for peeled wil- 
lows because of the European war, which

But the 
world 
has »turned 
several 
times 
since, the 
days 
of 
Pliny, and while one mai 
H,-admire him and his works still., in the light of 
"events that have tramspired since then, one 
' must agree that there were lotsiof things Pliny 
had fo learn. 


One can but regret tliat hetdidnft live longer, 
even until the present day. 
The'world might 
have been better with more men^of the Plin" 
type, and he would have made ¡his mark i,n 
~ some way or other in the twentieth century. 
There were many things he didn't/know, but he 
would have learned. 


Yet, it has taken the world a long time to 
; appreciate the bat. 
In the first place, its very 
appearance is against it. It is one of the most 
h'Drrible-looking creatures imaginaJble. It would 
¿ppear to be a cross between a bird and a 
mouse. 
A creature of the night, looking like 
some monster on a diminutive scale, with its 
horrible snapping mouth, its furred body and 
the wings, or membrane, which connects its 
clawed limbs, it more than any other creature 
resembles those pictures of Satan, In which 
the king of hades is represented with i a pair of 
gigantic, memibrane wings. 
It stands out alone 
In zoology. 


It Inspires more terror than the snake. There 
Ib something more mysterious, more terrifying, 
about it than about the snake. 
The snake is a 
, creature of the daytime and it makes its way 
. noiselessly about, which is one of the most re- 
pulsive features. 


A man with rubber heels, coming up behind 
you on a dark night, or even in daytime, in- 
spires a sort of surprised terror. 
Well, that is 
how the snake acts on most people. 
It never 
' makes a noise, unless it should take a fancy to 
hiss, as some species do when aroused, or mer- 
rily shake its rattles, as the rattlesnake has al 
habit of doing, and it is this 
noiselessness 
»rhich Inspires the feeling against the snake. 


As a matter of fact the snake, as a rule, Is 
B, very harmless animal. 
There are some which 
might bite you occasionally, but the average 
• make, the black or other field snakes, merely 
Feeds on insects which destroy crops. 
And this 
IB something which humanity has learned since 
the days of Hiny. 
Of course one cannot say 
1, good word for the rattlesnake, the copperhead, 
the poisonous moccasin, the boa constrictor and 
the poisonous snakes of India, but the non- 
poisonous snake is a very well-behaved creature, 
although it causcs the same shudders to shako 
the human frame as would a poisonous snake 
when the human unexpectedly encounters one 
Of them. 


Pliny and his contemporaries classed the bat 
as a bird, while zoologists of a later day say 
It is not a bird but a mammal. It is not a bii-d, 
because no conventional bird will suckle its 
young. 
The nat suckles its young'. 
't True, it does fly, and nothing but a bird or 
./insect has a right to fly. And here again the 
/ 
bat, although now classed as an animal, re- 
cuses tu coniorm to conventional standards, and 
Insists on flying, 
^ 
Then, concerning the "ill-omen" part of the 
bat's reputation: It is a far way from Pliny's 
day to the first decade of the twentieth cen- 
, tury, but it has taken all that time, and it is 
quite a considerable amount of time when one 
, counts up, for the scientists of today to dis- 
cover that the bat is a benefactor of the hu- 
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MITCHELL 


improvements In building his secon« bat W®at, 
solved the problem. 
One was that bats have a 
wonderful sense of smell and locate their habi- 
tations much by this. The other is that the ear 
of the bat is so constructed that any loud nois« 
is annoying to it. 


When Dr. Campbell built his second bat roost 
at Lake Mitchell he made some changes in the 
Interior construction and then placed in it a 
quantity of guano and also sprayed the struc- 
ture with a mixture that gave off the odor of 
guano. 
The result was that the bats began' to 
use the structure almost at once. 


Houses around Lake Mitchell were so much 
infested with bats that one or two of them 
were almost uninhabitable and efforts were 
being made to kill them off. Such houses were 
practically free from malaria. 
In order to get 
them to take to the bat roost, the doctor pro- 
cured a phonograph with a loud-sounding disc 
and placed a man in charge, with instructions 
to begin playing It early in the morning about 
the time the bats were due to return to their 
roosts. 
The results were magical, as the bats 
refused to enter the house, and this drove them 
to the bat roost. 


Now, the doctor has the bats In the roost 
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It was generally known that the bat lived 
principally 
on 
insects, 
although 
occasionally 
one hears of the vampire, which is supposed to 
suck the blood of sleeping humans. 
The prev- 
alence of the vampire drama ai)fl the vampire 
movie and the various vampire stars has done 
nothing to add to the popularity of the mytho- 
logical vampire bat. As a matter of fact there 
may be cases where a bat has sucked the blood 
of some, animals, but there are few of the read- 
ers of this articl.e who can point out any specific 
instance where some friend or relative fell a 
victim of a vampire of the flying kind. 


There are bats and batsi 
They are' every- 
where, scattered ail over tJie world. 


The king bat of all makes its habitat on the 


Island of Java and specimens 5 feet from tip 
to tip have been caught there. 
But the ordi- 
nary bat is a gentle creature. 


Apparently they are attracted by the light, 
for those who have lived in the country can 
recall Instances when on some summer nighr 
a bat would suddenly appear in the house and 
fly around and around, while all the brooms In 
the house were requisitioned In the attempt to 
chase It out the open doors or windows, or 
sweep It down from the top of the room. 


And it generally took considerable time and 
skill before the Intruder was swept out. Some- 
times, when struck by a broom, the bat would 
dart down and perhaps become entangled" in the 
hair of some member of the household. 


In recent years there have been several cases 
of record where the skins of bats were used In 
the manufacture of women's cloaks and coats, 
and their beautiful, soft, furry skin makes as 
attractive a garment as does the skin of the 
mole. 


But It remained for a physician of San An- 
tonio, Tex., Dr. Charles A. R. Campbell, to 
demonstrate that the bat Is a guardian of the 
health of humanity. 
It took the physician a 
good many years to persuade the ordinary 
run of humanity 
to regard 
the bat as he 
does, but he finally succeeded In San Antonio. 
As a result the city has a municipal bat roost, 
where the bats may dwell in an ideal existence, 
where they wlH not be disturbed by other 
creatures, human or animal. 
Also, the city 
has passed an ordinance making It a misde- 
meanor for any person to willfully or malicious- 
ly kill a bat. 


Why? Because the bat preys principally on 
mosquitoes, and because mosquitoes are bear- 
ers of disease germs, with which they inocu- 
late human beings. 
In San Antonio the mos- 
quitoes bear malaria germs, and It Is' on this 
account that the city decided to follow Di-. 
Campbell's advice and protect the bats. 


But before that scientists the world over were 
deeply interested In Dr. Campbell's theory con- 
cerning the carrying of malaria germs by mos- 
quitoes. 


It was the discovery that mosquitoes carried 
the germs of yellow fever which paved the way 
for the practical elimination of yellow fever In 
some of our Southern cities and in numerous 
tropical seaports. 
Since then there has been 
no yellow fever In New Orleans, which fre- 
quently sufliered from scourges of this disease. 
When It was learned that It was the mosquito 


which carried yellow fever and was responsi- 
ble for the epidemics, war was declared on the 
mosquito, and since then the city has been 
free of the disease. The sam« way in Havana, 
Colon, Panama City and other tropical ports. 


Now. Dr. Campbell has long held that the 
germs of malaria were carried by mosquitoes 
which Inoculated humans. 
Exterminate 
the 
mosquitoes, therefore, appeared to be the rem- 
edy for malaria. 
Swamps and ponds may be 
drained and a careful watch kept for the mos- 
quitoes, but It Is going to breed and exist on 
the smallest possible excuse. 
It will thrive in 
a tin can which Is thrown out in a lot and In 
which a few drops of rainwater may collect 
In vacant city lots, where the weeds grow high, 
and where the sun seldom touches the ground 
because of the luxuriant growth of weeds, the 
mosquito finds a paradise. 


Hence Dr. Campbell decided that the protec- 
tion of the bat would be the best way to ex- 
terminate the mosquito. 
It also would prove 
a much more inexpensive and certain means 
than drainage or pouring oil on the surface of 
ponds and other pools of stagnant water. 


The bat Is a nocturnal animal, and feeds on 
insects. 
The mosquito Is a nocturnal Insect 
The bat goes fo»th at night to feed, and the 
most plentlftl thing It finds In some localities 
is the mosquito. 
Nothing more natural then 
than for the bat to feed on the mosquito. And 
it does. 
It Is the greatest natural prey the 
bat has. 


The bat seeks dark, quiet, lonely places for 
its residence. 
The dark attic of some country 
house, the cracks and crevices of a deserted 
building offer an ideal place for It to sleep 
during the day; and It sleeps by hanging by its 
claws, head downward, from some beajn or 
rafter. 


In warm climates It Is at work day and night. 
In colder climates It hibernates and hangs head 
down all winter from Its roosting place. Cracks 
and crevices In caves are favorite places of 
hibernation, and some time the adventuresome 
country youth, entering a cave with a lamp or 
candle, may awaken hundreds of the creatures 
that immediately begin swarming about the 
light. 


Dr. Mitchell is a practicing physician, and Is 
attached to the Health Department of the City 
of- San Antonio. 
Certain sections about San 
Anton{<^, and in particular at Lake Mitchell, 
were formerly almost uninhabitable on account 
of the prevalence of malaria. 
Scientiflc re- 
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search proved beyond a doubt that mosquitoes 
were responsible for this. In this Lake Mitchell 
district 
even 
animals became affected 
with 
malaria and died of It. 
When Dr. Campbell 
began his researches he found that out of 
eighty-seven persons living in the vicinity of 
the lake, seventy-eight were afflicted with ma- 
laria. 
The lake Is used as a disposal place 
for the city's sewage. 


How to .do away with the malaria was Dr. 
Campbell's problem. 
Ke tackled it. and it took 
him something like fourteen years and about. 
$10,000 of his own money to do it. 
That he 
has solved the problem is proven by affidavits 
from persons living about LaRe Mitchell, which 
show that before he hit upon the bat theory 
malaria was a continual scourge, while now it 
has practically disappeared. 


He reasoned that the way to get rid of 
malaria was to get rid of the mosquito. 
This 
could ibe done by drainage and the use of oil on 
the water, but these were expensive methods 
and required a continual outlay. 
What he 
wanted was a method effective, inexpensive and 
permanent. 
Continued study of the subject led 
him to believe that the propagation of 'bats 
would solve the problem at practically no ex- 
pense and possibly at a profit. 


Dr. Campbell started out to flnd sooae artifi- 
cial habitation which would prove equally as 
attractive as the natural bat roosts. 
His first 
effort was a flat failure and the structure still 
stands without having attracted a single bat. 
Ernest Thompson Seton, the distinguished nat- 
uralist, heard of Dr. Campbell's experiments 
and built a place to attract bats on his property 
in Connecticut, but It met with just as great 
failure.

He estimates that few of the 
mosquitoes now 
ever become infected 
with 
malaria, as, in order to do this, a human being 
with the disease must be bitten and a period 
of seven days allowed for Incubation inside the 
mosquito before the latter Is capable of inocu- 
lating another person. 
Owing to the superior 
advantages the bat roost offers for propaga- 
tion and the preservation of the bats from their 
natural enemies by it, the 
colony 
at 
Lake 
Mitchell has increased so rapidly that the mos- 
quitoes now are killed before they get a chanc* 
to cause Infection. 


Dr. Campbell's experiment was so successful 
that, with the backing of th^ Bexar County 
Medical Society, San Antonio was induced to 
build a bat roost in a thickly populated part of 
the city, where the conditions are favorable to 
malaria^ 
While the roost is as yet new and 
has but a comparatively small colony of bats, 
malaria in that district is on the decrease. Th« 
city has also passed^an ordinance prohibiting 
the killing of bats, and a state law to 
that 
effect •?«ias favorably recommended at the last 
session of the L.<9£rjslature, but failed to com* 
up before adjournment. ' 


As malaria Is one of the most prevalent £jpB 
eases in the country, and Is the cause of th* 
. loss of millions of dollars annually, as well as 
inany lives, malaria not only causing death of 
Itself, but being an indirect cause of consump- 
tion, Dr. Campbell figures his discoveries of 
immense value. 


Bats are found practically all over the world. 
By attracting them by building bat roosts, ma- 
laria can be eliminated at small first cost, with 
ultimate profit, as the guano which Is collectsdt 
is a high-priced fertilizer

Washington is attempting much the 
sam Avoric, though in a less dramatic 
manner.

Meanwhile, in order that there may be 
accommodation 
for those who will be

company,

build houses that will be not only san- 
itary, that will provide not only abund- 
ance of light and air, but houses attrac- 
tive architecturally, homelike in 
their 
arrangements and containing bath rooms 
and provisions for hot water in place of 
the old out-door closets and hydrants. 


Such houses as these cannot, of course, 
yield the return upon the 
investment 
that the old houses did. 
In fact, con- 
ffi-ess in its act incorporating the Ellen 
Wilson homes, limited its dividends to 
five per cent. net. 
But thev will yield 
to their stockholders a dividend in the 
form of satisfaction because of a needed 
work well done. 
To their tenants they 
will give relief from preventable sick- 
ness and death and an increase in the 
joy of living.

the 
deAelopment of the Lincoln HighAA'ay ai 
the time 4he great memorial thorough- 
fare Avas first presented to the attention 
of the public. 


The A-arious sections and communitie.s 
along the route AA'hich have already com- 
pleted such portions of the road, have 
reason to congratulate themselves, and 
tho.se contemplating such building can 
find the logic of its A-alue in the last 
report issued by the board of highway 
commissioners of Wayne county. 


During the past eight years the as- 


sessed A'alue of the property in Wayne 
county outside of the' cities increased 
.82,6 per cent. , Thirty-iiA'e per cent, of 
this 'can. be directly traced to road im- 
provement. 
The increase in county val- 
uation aboA'e the rate of increase in the 
cities was 11 times the cost of road 
Avork and amounted to 1,000 lier cent, 
profit in eight years on the total inA'est- 
ment in improved roads.

The City's Pywer Upheld. 


The Indiana supreme court in a decision of much importance to 


cities of the state has upheld the authority of city officials to require 
property owners to put in sewer and water connections to the lot 


' line prior to the paving of a street, or, if the property-owner fails or 


refuses to do so, to have the connection made by men employed by 
the City and to collect the expense incurred from the property owner. 
The decision came up on a case from Angola and is a reversal of the 
Btenben circuit court. The latter sustained a complaint filed by ta::- 
payers-against the city of Angola to enjoin the collection of the costs 
of making such connections for lots owned by them.

For the past twelve 
months, as the annual conference» havo

delegates have beeu elected. 


The first geueral conference of Amei- 


ican Methodism was held in Baltimore? 
Maryland, in 1792, at which all preach- 
ers in full membership of an annual 
conference were eligible. Tho first dele- 
gated general conference was held in 
.New York city, May 1-22, 1812. At this 
conference the first Episcopal address, 
an utterance which ha» become of in- 
creasing importance, was delivered. This 
Kpiscopal address is now accepted a. 
the oflicial declaration of the church on 
important 
theological, administrative 


and social problems. At the general con- 
ference held in New York city in 1844, 
the agitation over ilave-holding became 
EO acute as to result in plans for separa- 
tion between that section of tho church 
in tho north and 
tho section in the 


south. The Methodist Episcopal church, 
south, was organized in Louisville, Kv., 
May 1, 1845. 


Methodism hegan in America with the 


arrival of Philip Embury and Barbara 
Heck, Irish immigrants who were en- 
thusiastic in the propaganda of their 
faith. John Wesley, who was the found- 
er of Methodism in England, remained 
at the head of American Methodism un- 
til the Revolutionary War severed re- 
lationships between 
England and the 


United States. 
All of tho preachers 


with the exception of Francis Asbury 
returned ncrnps the pea. whereupon, Sep- 
tember 1, 1784, John Wesley ordained 
Dr. Thomas Coke to be superintendent 
or bishop of the Methodist societies of 
the United States of America. 
There 


are now twenty bishops and seven mis- 
sionary bishops serving the Methodist 
Episcopal church throughout the world. 
Tlie former are elected by general- con- ] 
erence and located f»r periods of four 
years each in cities which are desig- 
nated Episcopal residences'. The latter 
are elected by general conference for 
continuous service in specific fields. 


The Methodist Episcopal church was 


organized at Baltimore, Maryland, at 
:he so-called Christmas conference. Dr 
cembcr 24, 1784, to January 2, 17S5. 
At that time there were 104 preachers 
and 18,000 communicants. 
There are 


now over 15,000 preachers and 4,033,123 
members. 
In the early days of the 


Methodist church the salary of a preach- 
er was $64. If married, he received the 
similar amount for his wife, with $10 
for each child under six and $22 for each 
child between six and eleven. 


Among the important matters that 


will come before the general conference 
at Saratoga Springs are the -questions 
concerning organic union with the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church, south, which lias 
been under discussion 
with both of 


these important branches of Methodism 
for some time; the question whether 
the church shall elect bishops for races

Such houses wer« 
practically free from malaria. In order to get 
them to take to the bat roost, the doctor pro- 
cured a phonograph with a loud-sounding disc 
and placed a man In charge, with instructioni 
to begin playing it early in the morning about 
the time the bats were due to return to their 
roosts. The results were magical, as the bata 
refused to enter the' house, and this drove them 
to the bat roost.

search proved beyond a doubt that mosquitoes 
were responsible for this. In this Lake Mitchell 
district even animals Became affected with 
malaria and died of it. When Dr. Campbell 
began his researches he found that out of 
eighty-seven persons living In the vicinity of 
the lake, seventy-eight were afflicted with ma- 
laria. The lake is used as a disposal place 
for the city's sewage. 


How to do away with the malaria was Dr. 


Campbell's problem. Ke tackled it, and It took 
him something like fourteen years and about 
ilO.OOO of his own money to do it. That he 
has 'solved the problem is proven by affidavits 
from persons living about Lake Mitchell, which 
show that before ho hit upon the tat theory 
malaria was a continual scourge, while now it 
has practically disappeared. 


He reasoned that tho way to get rid of 


malaria was to get rid of tho mosquito. This 
could -'be done by drainage and the use of oil on 
the water, but these were expensive methods 
and required, a continual outlay. 
"What he 


wanted was a method effective, inexpensive and 
permanent. 
Continued study of the subject led 


him to believe that the propagation of bats 
would solve the problem at practically no ex- 
pense and possibly at a profit. 


Dr. Campbell started out to find some artifi- 


cial habitation which would prove equally as 
attractive- as tiio natural bat roosts. His first 
effort was a flat failure and the structure still 
stands without having attracted a single bat. 
Ernest Thompson Scion, the distinguished nat- 
uralist, heard of Dr. Campbell's experiments 
and built a place to attract bats on his property 
in Connecticut, but it met with just as great 
failure. 


Then Dr. Campbell hit upon two Important 


facts regarding bats, which, along with some 


close to the lake, where they catch the mos- 
quitoes before they have had a chance to do 
any damage. 
He estimates that few of tha 


mosquitoes, now ever become .infected with 
malaria, as, in order to do this, a human being 
with the disease must be bitten and a period 
of seven days allowed for incubation inside the 
mosquito before the latter is capable of inocu- 
lating another person. Owing to the superior 
advantages the bat roost offers for propaga- 
tion and the preservation of the bats from their 
natural enemies by It, the colony at Lake 
Mitchell has increased so rapidly that the mos- 
quitoes now are killed before they get a chanc» 
to cause Infection. 


Dr. Campbell's experiment was so successful 


that, with the backing of th, Bexar County 
Medical Society, San Antonio was induced to 
build a bat roost in a thickly populated part of 
the city, where the conditions are favorable to 
malaria. While the roost is as yet new and 
has but a comparatively small colony of bata, 
malaria in that district Is on the decrease. Tha 
city has also passed an ordinance prohibiting 
the killing of bats, and a state law to that 
effect >-.as favorably recommended at the last 
session of the Legislature, but failed to comt 
up before adjournment. 


As malaria is one of the most crcvarerJ 3f" 


cases in the country, and is the cause of ths 
loss of millions of dollars annually, as well as 
many lives, malaria not only causing death of 
itself, but being an indirect cause of consump- 
tion. Dr. Campbell figures his discoveries of 
Immense value.
